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for CSIR on the control of the underground grass grub, Oncopera spp., native hepial! 
pests of pastures. He was the first person to recognise in 1937 the presence of the cabb 
white butterfly Pieris rapae in Victoria, two years before its establishment was accep! 
officially. He was also responsible for the only observations on the life history of Acrodip# 
cuprea, a small lycaenid butterfly with larvae predacious on ants. 


In the Queen’s New Year Honours List of 1980, shortly before his death, Llé 
Gooding was awarded the MBE, for his contributions to entomology, a fitting rewa! 
for a lifetime devoted to the collection and study of insects.
